Ko huidouta ware oade to the 
press, although Lane contacted various sewspapsra in the area con- 
cerning pre-speech publiel-^. 

As fEU7 as con be determined at this tine, Lane is sot sohedulad 
for additional apeeohes in the area. Contaot was made at EMtlags

7!rancl6co, and at none of these laatitutlona had inquiry been oade 
on behalf of Lane.

Handwriting of Kendrick leaves very little doubt that he is the writer 
of a threatening letter with illegible signature, found the offleiala 
of the Federal Correctional Institution, Lompoc, and referred to this 
offloe under file C0~2-^S,689/ This matter will be investigated oB an
